Public Works
e Projects:

o The contractor for the LC-17 project is working on the sewer bypass this week. Area residents
may smell sewer during this process. The project’s projected end date is now May 16th, with 30
days allotted for punch-list.

o NG Painting may be able to start this week on the welding work for the rehabilitation of the
Grass Hill above ground water storage tank. They expected to start the job on April 1st.




o The City Engineer is finalizing plans for the bio-swale to be installed at Raymond Rimkus Park
Forest Meadow entrance. The project will be bid in May and work is to start right after the 4th of
July event. Provisions will be made to keep the entrance open to the Community Gardeners.

o Staff is working on obtaining a generator for the Grass Hill well plant.

o Staff has advertised for bids for concrete pavers for the parking lot at Shadow Mist. Bids are to
be opened on April 8th.

o The City Engineer is working on documents for the CMAQ reimbursement program through the
AAMPO to construct a Hike & Bike Trail through the fire break in the Huebner-Onion Natural
Area Park. The application must be submitted by April 1, 2019.

o The City Engineer is finalizing the Huebner at Balky crosswalk bid documents.

o Staff met with CPS Energy to install street lights in the overflow parking lot at City Hall. They
should have the lights installed in the next 2 months.

o The Pool Committee met to recommend pool fees for the 2019 pool season. These fees will be
presented to City Council on April 2nd for final consideration.

o The new library LED monument sign is being installed this week. Staff attended training class on
the operations aspect of the sign.

o Staff is working on the purchase of a property next to Huebner Creek, in anticipation of the bank
erosion project. This will be brought to Council on April 2nd for final consideration.

o Staff and the City Engineer are working on a submittal for the MS4 Stormwater Permit.

o The City Engineer is preparing an ADA Assessment report, so that we have a plan going forward
for the replacement of all non-ADA sidewalks in the city.

o The Department joined ICLEI — Local Governments For Sustainability USA, to further the
Council’s goals for sustainability practices and to get a baseline carbon footprint. The agency
will provide technical support and has assigned a liaison to our city going forward.

o Staff is meeting with Waterworth software technicians to set up an ongoing water and sewer rate
study program.

o The City has been certified as a “Tree City USA” for another year.

o The City’s water and sewer system has been marked as a “Superior” by the TCEQ for another
year.

o Staff will be working with Bexar County to install HALT gates at our flood areas along Poss
Road. These are automated road barrier gates that will close when they “sense” flooding.

o Constructing walking path at The Ridge at Leon Valley Park.

o Repairing sidewalk on Yellow Rose and on Forest Bend.

o Completed construction of pavilion foundation at The Ridge at Leon Valley Park.

o Removing junk & debris in tributary between William Rancher and Samaritan Drives.

o Installing new benches at Raymond Rimkus Park.

o Set concrete pads for new bleachers at Raymond Rimkus Park, near basketball court. Bleachers
will be installed this week. This was part of an Eagle Scout project by Tyler Meffert.

o Removed speed indicator sign on Evers Road for LED repairs. Sign is under warranty, so they
will send us a new sign at no charge.

o Installing “No Thru Trucks” signs city-wide.

o Laying down new sod at Old Mill and The Ridge at Leon Valley parks.

o Satisfactorily completed state inspection at both well sites and the elevated tanks.

o Meeting with representatives from the LCRA to perform water sampling for new wells.

o Repaired sewer main leak at 7320 Linkmeadow.

o Working with plumber to install new sewer service on Blackberry.

o Repairing water leak at Raymond Rimkus Park restroom and will then repair sprinkler system

leaks at the park and at the Community and Conference Centers.

Fire Department

e Fire Investigation- The Fire Department responded to a structure fire at Calypso Apartments located at
5900 Wurzbach Road that had a fire inside apartment 914 on 3/16/19 at approximately 5:00 a.m. in the
ceiling of the bathroom. All individuals from the residence were able to self-evacuate with no severe
injuries. The Leon Valley Fire Department had a very quick response time which minimized the amount
of damage to the residence. The affected family has made temporary living arrangements and has not
expressed the need for additional assistance. The tenants in the apartment below were affected due to
water damage. Please note no pets were affected.

e ASSPP Time! - The Fire Department is engaged in applying (again) for funding through the federal
Ambulance Supplemental Payment Program (ASPP). This funding opportunity provides reimbursement
for applicable emergency medical services to qualified agencies. The City of Leon Valley has recovered

e TDH Paramedic License Renewal -CE Solutions — The team is completing their EMS Continuing
Education for credit towards their paramedic certifications, specifically for training hours to maintain
their paramedic patch. The CE Solution courses are completed online with a required passing test grade
of 70%. These are some of the courses completed by the FD team Kinematics of Trauma, Bioterrorism
Prep and Response for EMS, Weapons of Mass Destruction, Introduction to hazardous Materials,
Chemical Weapons Awareness, Automatic External Defibrillators, Pediatric Burns, Prehospital Burn
Management, Fundamentals of SCBA, Crew Resource Management, Firefighter and Crew Safety,
Vehicle Extrication, Sleep Deprivation, Hazardous Communications, Accidental Poisonings, Crew
Resource Management, Fire Service Communications, Adult Respiratory Emergencies, Emergency
Medical Dispatcher Stress, Prehospital Chest Decompression, School Bus Emergencies, Emergency
Vehicle Operations, Emergency Medical Dispatcher Stress, Adult Respiratory Emergencies, Acute
Abdominal Pain, and Building Search and Rescue.

e Fire Department Continuing Education- Captain, Jimmy Garcia is attending the Texas A&M
Engineering (TEEX) NFPA 1021 Fire Officer 111/IV combination courses for two weeks. The Fire
Officer I11/IV combination course satisfies the requirements of National Fire Protection Association to
obtain certification through the Texas Commission on Fire Protection (TCFP) and the National Board on
Fire Service Professional Qualifications (Pro Board). The course is designed around classroom lectures
and group interactive exercises to improve your abilities to manage a fire service organization. The
course emphasizes community/government relations, model planning, budgeting, human resources,
trends and support organizations, and emergency service delivery. The course includes a written project
that requires you to develop a strategic plan.

e Flood Emergency Plan Magnets (associated FERP-Flood Emergency Response Plan)- FD & PD
will be distributing the magnets door to door for the second year on Friday, March 29th, Saturday,
March 30th, Sunday, March 31% in the Floodplain areas to ensure this emergency information is
communicated to the Leon Valley Community. The Flood magnets are available at the Fire Department,
Police Department, City Hall literature rack, City Council, as well as the Library. Flood magnet
information has been posted on Facebook and NextDoor to communicate to the community the usage
and availability. In addition, we will be collecting resident information to update Leon Valley’s
Floodplain Emergency Alert Contact List, during magnet deliveries within the floodplain areas.

e File of Life — We have "File of Life" Emergency Information Refrigerator Magnet Cards for citizens for
their home, at No Cost. The "File of Life" is available at the Fire Department, Police Department, City
Hall literature rack, City Council table as well as the Library. "File of Life" has been posted on
Facebook and NextDoor to communicate to the community the usage and availability. The card is filled
out by the citizens and contains important medical and contact information that the EMS staff needs to
know during an emergency, such as medical history, allergies and medications. File of Life is part of our
prevention programs the information is kept on or in the refrigerator for easy access for EMS crews.
